Ne Proclamation for the ſearch and apprehenſion of certaine Tirats. 


2 Hereas it hath appeared vnto vs by the Records of our higli 
N Court ot the Admiraltie, That William Hull Captaine of a Ship 
/ 2; 1] called the Talbot of Topiſham in our Countie of Deuon, And Philip 
ard Captaineofa Ship called the Thomaſineof Dartmouth in the 
ſaid Countie, Chriſtopher Newman, Edward Follet , and Henry Burt, 
with diuers others their Complices and Alſociats, ſeruing as 
Mariners oz Souldiers in the ſaid Ships, reſpettiuely ſtand in- 
—=dicted, foꝛ that they in Rouember 1602. With their Ships in 
warlike maner appointed within the Mediterranean Seas, did rob and ſpoile a Ship called la 
Serene of Olona in France, and the goods therein laden, belonging vnto diuers Subiects of our 
good bꝛother Ihe moſt Chriſtian King: And not content therewith , did alſo in moſt ſauage 
maner commit Wwiltull murther (a trime moſt foule, odious and deteſtable in the ſight of 
God, and man) vpon the perſons ofdiners ofthe Frenchmen, being in the ſaid Ship, againſt 
the Lawes and Statutes of this Realine : Wee of our Paincely care foꝛ the adminiſtration 
of Juſtite (the maine pillar ofour Eſtate) doe with no leſſe ʒeale, alwell foꝛ the ſatiſfaction of 
foꝛreine Pzinces,as foꝛ the example of others in like caſes offending, intend to pꝛoſetute them, 
and all their Abettozs, Complices and Acceſlarics, with the greateſt ſeueritie of our LTawes 
in that caſe pꝛouided: And therefoze we Will, and ſtrictly command all and euerp our Oft:- 
ters and loning Subiects, that immediatſy after the ſight of this pꝛelent Pꝛoclamation, they 
and euery of them do make diligent ſcarch and inquirie in all places aſwell exempt,as not ex⸗ 
tmpt, foꝛ the ſaid perſons, and all andenery of them, and the ſame,02 any of them ſo found, to 
appꝛehend and tomnnut to the next Gaole, there to bee detained, vntill our high Admirall, 02 
his Lieutenant Judge of our high Court of the Admiraltic, vpon notite giuen vnto either of 
them of the perſons ſo commutted,ſhall take oꝛder in that behalfe. 

And moꝛeouer our pleaſure is, that no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, ſhall wittingly o2 
wilfully reteiue, tonteale, harbour intertame oꝛ lodge the ſaid Pirats and murtherers, oꝛ any 
of them, oꝛ any oftheir ſaidComplices and aſſotiats, into their houſe oꝛ houſes, alter the ſight 
and knowledge of this PÞ:oclamation, (knowing them by tircumſtantes, credible inkozmati⸗ 
ons, oꝛ other wile, to be the perſons afoꝛenamed) vpon paine vnto cuery ſuch perſon andper- 
ſons ſoreceining, concealing, harbouring, interteyning oz lodging any ofthe ſaid Pirats and 
murtherers,02 any of their complices, of death and fozfaiture of all their lands, goods and 
chattels, accoꝛding to the Lawes and ſtatutes in that taſe pꝛouided.
